A union has been established in 
McGill's library system. The 


National Union of McGill Univer- 
sity Employees (CNTU) was 
formed by a group of non-pro- 
fessional library workers at a 
meeting held in the Yellow Door 
last Thursday evening. 

. At the meeting, a temporary 
constitution was adopted and an 
interim executive elected. Most 
important, a drive for members 
was launched. 

In order for the union to be 
officially accredited according to 
the Quebec Labour Code, at least 
50% .+. 1 of the 300 library non- 
professionals must join, It is 
hoped that this point will be reach- 
ed within a few weeks’ time. 

The union js an affiliate of the 
Confederation of National Trade 
Unions and a CNTU_ organizer, 
Pete Collins, was on hand for 
the meeting. He stressed the fact 
the CNTU is a federation of 
independent trade unions. 


The CNTU provides its af- 


-filiates with consulting services 
and support, but all decisions 
affecting the workers themselves 
are taken within their own union 


structures and not by the CNTU 


negotiated, the executive felt that 


a vote was unnecessary, even 


though the wage settlement was 
20%-less than what the members 
had asked for. 


In addition, Union negotiators . 


W. ‘McGregor, C. Smith and M. 
Peloquin are currently ‘meeting 
in-camera with company officials 
and refuse to disclose details of 
the new contract they are work- 
ing on. 

This contract was supposed to 
have been signed in December. 


The demonstrators objected 
generally to the way the Union is 
being run. They claimed that 


“local chairmen’ meet only once 


a year’ and that as a result, 
‘we er t know who to vote’ for’’ 


fora new anion 


bureaucracy. 

Members of the Sir George 
Williams University Employees’ 
Union (CNTU) attending the meet- 
ing, confirmed this statement. . 

Their union, founded last April, 
and currently negotiating its 
first collective agreement; dis- 
tributes major responsibilities 
in the union among its members 
on a rotating basis, hence elim- 
nating the growth of a union 
hierarchy, 

According to Collins, this 
degree of autonomy would be 
impossible in any other organi- 
zation other than the CNTU. 

The Sir George representa- 
tives also commended the CNTU 
for its co-operation and help 
during the 10: months since the 
union was: established, 

The news of lay-offs “has been 


an important factor in the in- 


creased militancy of library 
workers. What most people once 
considered as secure jobs no 
longer appear so in light of Mc- 
Gill's purported financial: dif- 
ficulties. 

Faced with the prospects of 
unemployment, June Ist, McGill

The Union set-up is relatively unique in Canada,. primarily because 
it is run by students. Many student centers are administered by uni- 
versity administrations and in these cases there is always an inherent 
threat of administration interference in'student activities. 

Other universities in Canada whose student population is compa- 
rable to McGill's have much higher student fees, in some cases as much 
as twice the amount of $24 paid here. ‘ 

And while these examples may not justify a fee increase here, they 
make such a suggestion somewhat more credible. 

Several different proposals have been made on the size of the in- 
crease but none suggest a jump of more than $5. Even an increase of a 
couple of dollars would do a lot to defray the expenses that a Students’ 
society would incur in initiating largescale programs of action and

* and apparent student apathy the recent ex- 


pansion of American aggression in Southeast 
Asia appeared to have gone virtually un- 
noticed across the US. Campuses remained 


dormant as they have for virtually. all of. 
. this academic year; the peace movement, 


or what little remained of it, was barely 


able to muster 3000 people to a demonstra- - 


tion in downtown Boston. And even then. 
in the time-honoured’ traditions of such 
protests, the coming of dark saw the -de- 
generation of certain factions of dissenters 
into participants in assorted acts of vandal- 
ism and hooliganism. Except for scanty 
coverage by the student and. general press 
and by some student radio stations, even 
these events were quickly forgotten by 
almost everyone. ; 
Monday evening, however, saw the first 
of a series of steps which are currently 
being taken all across the United States in 
an apparent attempt to re-establish the 
radical peace movement as a viable in- 
fluence upon the American political scene. 

Not surprisingly the rally held at Har- 
vard's Sanders Theatre attended by well 
over 1500 people coincided with the arrival 


in Boston of former Senator Eugene Mc- 


Carthy who with all the-definiteness possi- 


ble at this early date in effect announced his 


candidacy for the 1972 Presidential nomi- 
nation, though it is unclear where. and by 
whom he hopes to be nominated. 

It was a star-studded cast ‘that descended 
upon Cambridge that night, including Sen. 
McCarthy, Mrs Bella Abzug, the Congres- 


- sional Representative from the 19th Dis- 


trict in New York, Professor Stanley Hoff- 
man of Harvard, Prof Michael Walzer of 
Harvard,~ Walter Pincus, former staff 
director of the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee subcommittee on National 
Commitments, James Thomson, now a 
lecturer in History at Harvard and a form- 
er bureaucrat on the National Security 
Council from 1965-66, Tom Wicker, asso- 


ciate editor and Washington columnist of the 


New. York Times; and Noam Chomsky, 
Professor , of Linguistics at M.I.T.- and 
noted anti-war spokesman. There definitely 


appeared to be the feeling of an old-time 


political rally and teach-in pervading the 


early stages of the rally. The evening itself * 


began early to elicit strong controversy, 


. SDS, YSA. and the Progressive Labour 


Party had all been refused the opportunity 
of co-sponsoring the teach-in and having 
platform speakers, though they were. told 
that they would be able to present their 

itions curing the discussion period 
ollowing/ the official presentation. Security 
was very tight, with a force of well over 
fifty marshals quietly and relatively effi- 
ciently keeping tabs on the event. Frequently 
interruptions : and disruptions mired the 
speeches of the “distinguished guests” and 
at one point the rally was rendered im- 
mobile for well over five minutes as SDS 
members proceeded to chant from’ the 
balcony noises that were both incongruous 


and very difficult to make out to most in the ~ 


audience. | 
The singular occurrence of this rally and 
the threats to disrupt it by students ironi- 


- cally indicate the tenor of current campus 


political activity. One year ago such an 
event would not have taken so long to be 
organized from the time of the events it is 
protesting, and each political group would 
almost undoubtedly have already prepared 
rallies and teach-ins of their own. Now, 


‘however, we are witnessing factionalism 


and internecine political disputes virtually 
negating from the outset any possibility of 
viable anti-war protests among the academic 
community. The organizers of the event 
however do not at all seem defeatist in 
their approach to the problems. at hand. 


~ Anxious and dedicated to the regeneration 


of the peace movement in time for it to 
take a dynamic role in next year’s presiden- 
tial campaign the wheels of a dump Nixon 
campaign are already being set into motion. 

The Harvard teach-in took place at the 
same time as one at:Yale in New Haven,

Connecticut, and nine other similar events 
are planned for the next two weeks on 
campuses all across the states. Prof Walzer 
said: “Politics is the art of doing the same 
thing again and again” and he affirmed the 
need to continue without relaxation the 


struggle within the United States for the 


immediate termination of the Vietnam and 
other Southeast Asian hostilities. He em- 
phasized the need to continue without revo- 
lutionary chatter or adventurous sectarian 


partisanship or other romantic self-indul- 


gences; a remark greeted very negatively 
by certain minority segments among the 
audience. 3 mG 
Mrs Abzug, a long-time civil rights ad- 
vocate and political activist delivered: an 
impassioned plea for forging an alliance 
between youth, womèn and minority groups 


in the United States in an effort to seize . 


power from the corrupt, white, anglo- 
saxon, middle aged and Middle West power 
structure still controlling the country. She 
begged the students and faculty present to 


go to Washington and begin to pressure and 


fight for immediate government action to 
bring the war to an end. Youth; women anu 
minorities, she affirmed, can and must end 
the war in 1971 and dump Nixon in 1972. 


Senator McCarthy ‘appeared tired and 
grim-faced as he presented a very restrain- 
ed plea for recommitment to the paths. of 
1967 and 1968, though he did clearly state 
that differences in tactics and approaches 
are necessary. In brief he appeared to be 
inaugurating a new Presidential campaign 
and the response of those present was far 
from overwhelming:He did not convey zeal. 


dedication or ability to alter political reality : 


and the applause at the conclusion of his 
speech was lukewarm. Only at one point did: 

e audience respond very positively to his 
remarks and that occurred when he referred 
to the medieval practice of executing bad 
governmental advisors, He called on the 
academic community to cease providing a 
welcome ‘sanctuary to such’ remnants of 
the current and immediately past adminis- 
trations. Calling President Nixon a ‘‘barba- 
rian’ and anti-civilization, he called for

a recommitment of all concerned Ameri- 
cans to the peace struggle. 

Amidst other pleas for support of liberal 
governmental reform actions and compre- 
hension of the Vietnamese view of the situa- 
tion two speakers seemed to be dominant 


‘in terms of the emotional thrust of the rally. 


Tom Wicker of the New York Times emerg- 
ed as a strong and important personality 
committed to the improvement of the lot of 
America and the American people. Hitting 
home on the theme of the continual self- 
delusion of government and people in this 
country, he stated that it is incredible that 
people can actually anticipate leaving the 
war. with honour when there was none in the 
beginning and none at any time in the past, 
And he related the war itself to the general 
situation of the U.S., declaring emphatically

that there is something deeply wrong in the: 


country with this war being merely its 
sickest fruit. He received a protracted 
Standing ovation. 

A young Republican congressman, Donald 
F’. Riegle from Flint, Michigan, spoke im- 
mediately after Mr Wicker: and conveyed 
commitment, honesty, and dedication’ to 


_ dump Nixon, and work for the redirection 


of finances expended on the war and the’ 


military into domestic health. welfare and 


education schemes. In one seemingly joking 


reference he stated that a candidate would 
have to be found next year who could Cap- 


ture the hearts and minds of Americans 


dedicated to ending the war, and suggested 
the ticket of Wicker-Abzug as a dynamic 
possibility. This suggestion, of course, 
received a very enthusiastic response. 

As mentioned above, however, the signi- 
ficance of this rally must be appreciated in 
the context of general American politics and 
the nature of the dormant campus scene of 
the past six months. With the 1970 congres- 
sional elections just behind them and 
several noteworthy hawks defeated, pseudo 
politicians are preparing 
now for the difficult struggle to be waged 
next year, Already the rumour mill is be- 
ginning to seriously discuss the impending

Something, in effect, must be created 


from little or nothing — the current state of : 


affairs. The next month will see detailed 
and concerted efforts all across the coun- 


try to rekindle an apparently dead concern 


among students and others. Sinister as this 
may indeed seem this country is in very 
great trouble and the apathy and uninvolve- 
ment of the current student bodies is but 
one manifestation of the virtually complete 
and utter alienation of youth from the politi- 
cal establishment. Eugene McCarthy, Bella 
Abzug, and Donald Riegle are but the re- 
presentatives of a very small breed of 
believers in the political system who wish 
to strive for radical changes in current 
foreign and domestic policy. 
Harvard University Monday night mark- 
ed the start of a new battle within this coun- 
try. Faced with large student opposition 
from the extreme left and right, and un- 
limited ‘apathy from virtually all other 
quarters, the resources for mounting a 


‘successful new peace struggle do not seem 


readily available. But people are going to 
try 


In the midst of the excitement and emo- 
tional commitment of fast Monday's rally, 
one could nonetheless clearly sense the

and frankly, it appears very unlikely indeed

After upending Carleton on 
Wednesday night, the Redmen 
Basketball Team travelled to 
Windsor Ontario for the OQAA 
playoffs. Windsor University 
Lancers hosted the tournament 
by virtue of their first place 
finish in the Western Division 
of the OQAA. The host team, 
which has won six of the last 
eight Canadian’ championships, 
was the Redmen’s opponent in the 
opening round of the tournament. 

In Friday’s game, the Red and 
White had their championship hop- 
es extinguished as they bowed to 
the Lancers 87-74.
